Subsoil moisture supply was rated 
1 percent very short, 4 percent short, 89 percent adequate, and 6 percent 
surplus. Corn silking was 79 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 89 
percent. Corn dough was 37 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 38 
percent. Corn condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 7 percent poor, 26 
percent fair, 56 percent good, and 10 percent excellent.
